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Detective Banana took from me shtements which he later used against 
me in court. AT no time did he advise me of my right not to make 
a statement and later he admitted this in Shelby Co. Criminal 
Court, Division 3, Memphis Tenn. on Oct. 20, 1065. 

"The fourth item of which I complain Is that during my 
above-mentioned stay in jail my automobile was Illegally searched 
by detective Bonnano and others.. Neither my wife nor I had given 
permission to search my car. Evidence was obtained from this 
search which evidence served as the basis for. the charges presently 
pending against roe. Bonnano has stated in Oct. 20., 1965 in Dlv. 

3, Shelby Co. Criminal Court, Memphis, Tenn. that he did search 
my car and did not have a warrant. 

"The fifth item is that I was pressured into signing 
extradition papers while I was in jail in East Baton Rouge, Is. 

This was done on June 8, 1965 by telling me that if I agreed to 
waive extradition, charges in Louisiana would be dropped. On the 
basis of this waiver I was extradited to Memphis TOnn. although 
no Warrant was read to me in Louisiana or explanation made as to 
why ! I was being extradited. After I arrived in Memphis, Tenn. 

1 was held 19 hours for investigation. 1 believe it illegal to 
extradite only to be held for investigation. During the above 
mentioned 19 hours I tried twice to make a telephone call and was 
denied the privilege by the jailer in Memphis city jail. 

"The sixth item is that the warrant eventually read to 
me was defective because the date it was sworn out was the ,23rd of 
April, 1965 and I was not even known to those people on the 23rd 
of April. The warrant did not show the date it was read to me 
according to my attorney. 

"The seventh item is th%t at my preliminary hearing 
in Memphis I was not advised of my right to counsel. 

"The eighth item is that the $udge, W. Preston Battle, 
Shelby Co. Criminal. Court Div. 3, in- Memphis on Oct. 15, 1965 made 
datements showing he does not uphold the constitution of the 
United States. I complained of illegal extradition and .judge 
Battle said it didn't make aoy difference if I was kidnapped or 
how X got here. I was here, and was held under a true bill of 
indictment. My attorney stated that my constitutional rights had 
been grossly violated and the judge said that just because a few 
of my rights had been violated did not mean he could turn me 
loose. The judge allowed that some edldence illegally <in my opinion) 
obtained could be presented in his court_
